su )sequently available to the user for configuring of a plurality of printers, 

9. (Ogixently Amended) A graphical user interface comprising: 
a plurality of portions illustrating user-selectable print options and graphical 

m4chanisms via which a user can select the print options; 

an additional user-input mechanism via which the user can input an identifier 
of the selected print options; and 

another graphical mechanism via which the user can indicate a desire to save 
th^ selected print options as associated with the identifier and for subsequent 
pr<jvision to a plurality of printers , the print options serving to configure a printer in a 
najticular manner for printing .

a t adio button, a list box, an editable text box, a command button, a drop-down list, a 
popup menu, a spinner, and a slider. 

15. (Currently Amended) One or more computer readable media having 
stdred thereon a plurality of instructions that, when executed by one or more 

pr icessors, causes the one or more processors to perform acts including: 

receiving an indication of one of a plurality of sets of print options to be used 
m brinting a document irrespective of a printer on which the document is to be 
pri cite d, the print options serving to configure the printer in a particular manner for 
pri itine : 



receiving an indication of one of a plurality of printers on which the document 
is ^ be printed; and 

communicating the indicated set of print options to the indicated piinter 
irrespective of whether the printer supports one or more of the print options identified 
in he set of print options.
